Thecauaea 
which lad to tba tia-up are said to be the dl8> 
flhargaof certain employes upon frivoloua 
ebaigas, the importation of green drlvera 
under contract, and favorlttam «a tha part 
of one of the starters. 

The tie-up was ordered by Ma»iter Workman 
Oeorge H. Pearson and the executive oom> 
mittee of local Assembly No. .5174, after a 
protracted meeting, held at 3 o'clock in the 
morning. The first intimation the railroad 
officials received was at 5;4.%, when the 
drivers and conductors marched down to ths 
stables at Box street and Manhattan avenue, 
and informed the starter that no cars would 
be allowed to go out No cars left that end 
of the route. Six cars with "cab" drivers 
started from Erie basin, but the strikers 
stopped them, took them from the track and 
turned the horses loose. The strikers tried 
to induce the driver and coniiuctor to join 
them, and on their reru-<al beat and kicked 
them. A detachuieut of p jlico in the patrol 
wagon arrest»Hl Luke MkXjre aud Charles 
Planigan, slrikiiiK drivurs. 

The polio< cliar,{B<l the crowd with their 
clubs, an<l then sticks iiiul 8t<ines liegan to 
fly. The dn ver of tho oar, Cliurle* Sickles, 
was knocke<l senseless to the floor of the oar, 
and Sergt. Rol>ert Reid, who stood beside 
him, wat^ also struck just below the right 
temple. Half a dozen other policemen were 
seriously wounde<l. The fighting was hot 
and heavy for flveminuteH, resulting in the 
strikers l<eing routed. Six ai rests were mads. 
All the prisoners are drivara The (our 
cars were taken to tha atahlatwtlhoalflMtaa> 
tation. 

A striker said: "Superintendent SulUvaa 
is bringing over grtH-nhorns from County 
Cork, Irelanil, whore he comes from him- 
self, under coutract, and putting them to 
work lief ore they can tell the n.tuies of the 
streets or even that of tha city they era 
driving in. He wnnts to get rid of the man 
who belong to the labor organizations." 

The stopi>age of cars on the three linsa 
caused great incouvenince, as on Sundays 
there is alnuys very heavy travel, especially 
on the Calvary cemetery route, from 
Twenty-third street ferry. It is probable 
that the company will issue a notice that all 
employes who do not appear for work thia 
morning will be discharged and their plaeoa 
filled with new men.
